Historical Hall was again filled to its 
capacity on Friday evening last when |. 
the Reverend J. W. Compton of Saint 
Andrew's Church, Kingston, delivered 
his lectureon** Ireland”, Mr. Compton

One was the clear way 
in which the lecturer explained the 
present condition of the people making 
special reference to the change brought 
about by the Land Bill. He carefully 
explained how much hope that bill 
carried to all Irishmen and the wonder- 
ful chanzes for the better produced by 
its enforcement. . 

Another point was the lecturer's 
statement with regard to the feelingin 
Ireland, and particularly in Uleter 
County, about Home Rule. Th» fact 
that both Protestant: and Catholics 
in that Ootntry, asa rule, favor the 
measure was news to most of those 
presentand to hear a native Presby- 
terian clergyman  tellof the good 
feeling existing between bis old con- 
gregation and the congregation of the 
Catholic Church in the same village 
was delightful. Mr, Compton believes 
that the people of Ireland can be trusted 
to govern themselves and that the 
majority in that country will always 
have in mind what is best for all. 

When the question of traditions of 
that wonderful country was mentioned 
the lecture spoke from the heart. 

His review of the literature, with 
readings from some of the most 
beautiful Irlsh poems, and his de- 
scriptions of life of the people were 
given with great depth of feeling and 
everyopve was impressed with his great 
love for Ireland.

It provides that 
any Railway Company desiring to 
change the location of its terminals 
inust first secure the approval of the 
Railway Commission and undertake to 
pay all losses sustained by its employ- 


,ees who are thus obliged to change 


their places of residence. 

The immediate cause of the Bill was 
the proposal of the Grand Trunk to 
change its terminals from Brockville 
to Prescott, which will involve the 
moving of hundreds of men, the break- 
ing up of long established homes and 
the leaving of 
houses Which represent the life savings 
of the men, and leaving them ina 
position where the removal of the 
terininals would greatly reduce their 
value. 

The provisions of the Bill were so 
eininently just that it was not even 
opposed by the government and its 
principle was accepted by the Minister 
of Railways, who intimated that it 
was not greatly objected to by the 
Railway Companies. 

This legislation will of course benefit 


/every railway employee in Canada 


with the exception of the Intercolonial 
and the Government railway system, 


, which are kept outside the jurisdiction 


of the Railway Commission by the 
Government.

The Snapping of a Submarine 
Line Entails Hard Work. 


LOCATING THE BREAK IS EASY. 








This 1s Accomplished by the Use of 
Sensitive Instruments, and Then 
Comes the Difficult Task of Grappling 
and Raising the Severed Ends, 


The 700 mile cable that connected 
Hamilton, Bermuda, with Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, had snapped. Somewhere 
ander many fatboms of water lay the 
two broken ends, perhaps only a few. 
inches apart—more likely half a mile 
or so from each other—carried from 
their accustomed bed by the wash of 
the waves. Until the two ends were 
connected the thousands and thousands 
of dollars invested in the cable were 
bringing no income. 

As the result of the accident Hamil- 
ton was practically isolated from the 
rest of the world, for the only other 
cable went to Jamaica. By sending a 
message to Jamaica and having it re- 
layed to Newfoundland and thence by 
telegraph to New York it was possible 
to get a few words through !n a fairly 
short time. But the tolls were enor 
mously high. 

The moment the operator at Halifax 
found that the key on the Bermuda 
cable did not respond to his touch he 
reported the fact to his superior In the 
Halifax office. Orders flew back and 
forth, telephone bells rang, messengers 
scurried in and out of the office, and 
in a few bonrs the cable repair steam- 
er was on its way to Bermuda. 

The operators at Halifax and Hamil. 
ton bad located the break. It was 
about six miles from the Hamilton end 
of the cable. This they calculated 
with sensitive instruments used to re 
cord the “resistance.” 

The writer was in Hamilton when 
the Mackay-Bennett steamed into the 
harbor and through the courtesy of 
the captain was on board when the 
steamer went out and grappled for the 
ends of the cable and restored it to 
usefulness. 

Even when the captain of a cable re- 
pair ship knows that the break is about 
six miles from one end it’s no easy 
affair to pick up the big wire ropes. 
The floor of the ocean is uneven, and 
be must allow for slack, 

The crew was ready when the ship 
stopped. With a splash the big grap- 
nel went overboard, and yard after 
yard of line was paid out until the 
hook touched bottom. The water was 
120 fathoms (720 feet) deep at that 
spot 

Luck was with the cable ship. So 
well hnd tbe captain calculated that 
the very first cast of the hook brought 
up one end of the broken cable It 
was bauled on board The electricians 
attached their instruments and called 
Hamilton. The station answered im- 
mediately. 

A huge buoy was attached to the 
heavy wire rope and Jowered into the 
water. Then we set out to find the 
other end.

Monopolies of 
clothing, fish and all articles of food 
were prohibited by the Emperor Zeno 
under pain of confiscation and exile, so 
taat it is certain that the rings of the 
oucient days were us mischievous as 
they are now. At Atheus a law Iim- 
ited the amount of corn a man might’ 
buy. The carliest recorded instance we 
have was a corn ring. 

There is an ancient tradition that the 
king who made Joseph his prime min- 








(ister and committed into his lands the 
entire administration of Eyrpt was 
Apepl. Apepi was one of the shepherd 


kings and ruled over the whole of 
Egypt as Joseph's pharaoh seems to 
have done. The prime minister during 
seven years of remarkable plenty 
bought up every bushel! of corn beyond 
the ubsolute needs of the Egyptians 
and stored it. During the terrible fam- 
ine that followed he was able to get 
his own price and bartered corn sue- 
cessively for the Egyptian toney, cat- 
tle and Jand and, taking one-fifth for 
pharaoh, made him supremely wealthy. 
It was not merely a provident act, but 
a very politic one, his policy being to 
centralize power in the monarch’s 
hands.—London Answers.

PETRIFIED BODIES. 


Their Organio Materials Are Replaced 
by Mineral Particles. 

In answer to the query, “Do biologists 
or chemists know the process of petri- 
faction or the reason why: a buman 
body or a plant in some cases takes the 
course of petrifaction instead of de 
caying?” we would say: 

The process is at first one of decay 
slowly and replacement particle by 
particle of the organic material by in- 
organic or mineral. Water bolding sill- 
ceous minerals in saturated solution is 
necessary, the flesb or plant disorga- 
nizes, the carbon, oxygen, nitrogen, 
hydrogen compounds disintegrate and 
escape, and the minute portion is re- 
placed by the mineral particle, the 
shape or form of the decaying body re 
maining intact. 

Now, the carbon in the bodies does 
not change to siliceous minerals. It 
disappears in its combination with the 
other elements. No element changes 
into another; this would be mutation. 
Replacement is the werd used bere. 
Thus analyze a petrified man or plant 
—no organic matter can be found—only 
Inorganic, and this weighs far more 
than did the animated body. The en- 
tire process of petrification Is a mys- 
terious work of nature.—New York 
American.

His text 
was: “In due time 
4H Christ died for the 
ungodly’”’—Romans 
5:6. 
The speaker de- 
clared that while 
ithe Bible every- 
SELL)] where emphasizes 
the importance of 
Jesus’ death, yet Christians to-day 
seem to be perplexed upon the sub- 
ect. Some claim that neither His 
ife nor His death was different from 
that of other men. Others claim that 
Jesus came into the world show 
mankind how to live and died for a 
good cause. Others in bewilderment 
declare that they see no relationship 
between Jesus’ death and what they 
have been taught is the penalty for 
sin; viz., eternal torment. 

In general, said the Pastor, there 
is confusion upon the subject, and 
only those who get the proper focus 
on the question of why Christ died 
can be mentally at rest, and enter 
sympathetically into the great Plan 
of God, of which the death of Jesus 
for human redemption is a part. 

The Pastor protested against the 
too common practice of accepting 4 
portion of the Bible and rejecting the 
remainder. He declared that any man 
wise enough to criticize the inspired 
Word should be accepted as an in- 
spired authority, capable of writing a 
better statement of the Divine Plan. 
He believes that the Holy Scriptures, 
as St. Paul declares, were written 
aforetime by holy men for the admoni- 
tion of the Church, because God 
wishes His people to understand His 
arrangements. We should hold fast 
“the faith once delivered to the 
saints,” and not allow the wisdom of 
men to make the Word of God of none

effect. He reminded his hearers that 
Jesus reproved the Pharisees for 
neglecting the Word of God and 


preferring the traditions of men—the 
ancients. 

Our English Bible, said he, does not 
profess to be the Word of God, but 
merely a translation of it. If, there- 
fore, we find mistranslations which 
misrepresent the original Scriptures, 
we should promptly correct these, and 
admit that the translations are not 
inspired.

All man- 
kind, having inherited life from him, 
share his condemnation to death. God, 
having sentenced man to death, can- 
not consistently deal with the sinner. 
Hence He arranged that Jesus should 
recover Adam and his posterity from 
that condemnation—in order that they 
might have opportunity to return to 
harmony with Him, and hus to ever- 
lasting life. 

This, said the Pastor, is clearly set 
forth in both Old and New Testa- 
ments. If we could forget our creeds 
and the false theories which they in- 
culcate, these Scriptures would guide 
us without difficulty. Christendom is 
handicapped ty the creeds cf the Dark 
Ages, which confuse us. For instarice, 
creeds teach that the curse of God 
against mankind is eternal torment. 


“The Wages of Sin Is Death.” 

Most emphatically the Bible declares 
the wages of sin to be death—not tor- 
ment. Les: any should think that 
only the body dies, but that the soul 
continues to live, the Scriptures say, 
“The soul that sins shall die.” ‘‘God 
is able to destroy both soul and body 
in Gehenna’—The Second Death. The 
penalty against Adam, “Dying, thou 
shalt die,” signifies the death of his 
soul — his entire being. Under that 
sentence Adam and his race, unless 
redeemed, would have no future life. 

But God from the very beginning 
purposed to iedeem man from this 
death sentence. He purposed to send 
forth His Son to pay man’s redemp- 
tion price—to die for man. Christ's 
redemptive work would restore man’s 
soul from’ the power of the tomb by a 
resurrection from the dead. S8t. Paul 
expresses thi smatter in few words, 
saying, ‘‘As by man came death (not 
eternal torment), by man comes also 
the resurrection of the dead. For as 
all in Adam die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive. But every 
man in his own order.” 

The favors which God las promised 
to man through Christ will come in 
due season. They will make earth a 
Paradise again, with nothing to hurt 
or destroy. All mankind will then be 
privileged to return, if willing, to the 
image of God, lost by Adam, but re- 
deemed by Christ.

MONTREAL, April 21.—At the Mont- 
real Stock Yards west end market the 
receipts of live stock for the week ended 
April 19 were 14€0 cattle, 150 sheep and 
lambs, 2700 hogs and 2800 calves. Today's 
offerings amounted to 1160 cattle, 50, 
sheep and lambs, 1500 hogs and 700 calves. 

The supply of cattle was smaller than 
this day week, and drovers generally 
were all asking higher prices at the 
opening of the market, which buyers re- 
fused to pay, consequently the market 
was rather dull, but when prices were 
reduced business picked up. A few pick- 
ed, extra choice steers sold as high as 
$7.75, but the bulk of the trade in a job- 
bing way was done in choice steers at 
$7.25 to $7.60, while full loads of choice 
stock brought $6.9 to $7, and good $6.50 
to $6.75 per 100 pounds. 

The trade in sheep and lambs was 
slow, owing to the very limited number 
coming forward, and prices ruled firm, 
but the demand for calves was good, of 
which the offerings were fair at steady 
prices, and a few spring lambs were sold 
at from $5 to $8 each. 

In sympathy with the advance in prices 
of 15¢ to 20c per 100 pounds in the To- 
ronto market at the latter end of last 
week, a stronger feeling prevailed in the 
lecal market today, and prices were 10c 
to 25c higher than on Wednesday last, 
with-a good demand from packers, and 
sales of selected lots were made at $10.25 
to $10.35" pet 100 pounds, weighed off 
cars.

"In her “Recollections of Rubinstein,” 
published in Harper's Magazine, Lik 
lian Nichia throws some new lights on 
the character and temperament of one 
of the famous composers of the last 
century. Her earilest acquaintance 
with Rubinstein was when, as a child, 
she resided with ber parents in Dub- 
lin. She afterward traveled with him 
during an English tour that the com- 
poser made and met him again in 8t 
Petersburg at a rehearsal, when the 
great master invited her to dinner that 
ame evening.

the pages of manuscripts that he had 
just finished—in short, at home witb 
him. 1 found then that be was no 
longer the sphinx man ‘of the concert 
platform, but a genial, gracions host, 
asking after the friends I had recently 
Jeft in Frankfort and making fnquiries 
after those in Ireland and England, 
especially ofter all young artists, for 
whom he hod a heart flowing over with 
kindness nnd sympathy. Possibly his 
own stndent days in Vienna, when 
he had literally starved, bad something 
to do with this. At the dinner table 
J found out be was thoroughly a bon

STEAM ROLLER WORKING. 

In a week crammed with ‘business 
and interesting situations, the most 
spectacular event at the Legislature 
was the work of the steam roller in 
the Public Accounts Committee. 
William Proudfoot, Liberal Member 
for Centre Huron, during the investi- 
gation in the payment of $21,000 to the 
Taylor Scott Company in settlement 
of their claims against the Govern- 
ment in connection with the Central 
Prison labor contract, asked Mr. 
Taylor two pointed questions :— 

1. Did you tell Sir James Whitney 
that unless you secured a fiat to sue in 
cennection with your claim you would 
expose a member of the Cabinet ? 

2. Did you also make a contribu- 
tion to the Government or any mem- 
ber of the Government for political 
purposes during the life of the con- 
tract ? 

These questions Mr. Taylor refused 
to answer. The Chairman of the 
Committee ruled thet he need not 
answer them and was sustained by the 
Conservative ma ority after a heated 
debate, 

It was then that the roller really be- 
ganto roll. T.H. McGarry was the 
man who manipulated the levee. He 
the absolutely unprecedented 
course of moving that the questions, 
answers, discussions and _ votes be 
stricken from the records of the Com- 
mittee. This attempt to mutilate the 
record, although protested against 
with vehemence by the Liberal mem- 
bers, was forced through by the 
superior numbers on the Government 
side, 

“This action simply means,” declar- 
ed Mr. J. C. Elliott, Liberal Member 
for West Middlesex, ‘that whenever a 
question embarassing to the Govern- 
ment is asked, or embarassing evidence 
given, it can be struck off the records, 
{tis nothing but an outrage.” 

The principle involved was consider- 
ed so important that the case was 
brought up on the floor of the House, 
and the Opposition’s protest against 
what they considered not only 
tyranny, but a sordid disregard of the 
public interest in the matter, was 
registered emphatically. The Prime 
Minister promised consideration, 


RURAL DEPOPULATION.

introduction of Western Knowledge 
Destined to Work Revolution. 

The introduction into Chinn of west- 
ern knowledge is destined to work a 
complete revolution in medical and 
Surgical practice in the Flowery King- 
dom. (ne «f the things that is going 
and now nearly gone is what is call- 
ed “acupuncture” or pricking with 
needles. This mode of treating dis- 
ease consists in sticking long needles 
of si:ver or gold into the body of 
members of the sufferer and then 
pulling them out, as housewives some- 
times test their cakes with a broom 
straw to see if they are done. 

Reliable authorities tell of many 
cases in which this heroic system haa 
brought uboust cures. Perhaps the 
patient was seared into being cured, 
and decided to get well rather than 
be stuck” any more. It is declared 
that the Chinese doctors are able 
actually to penetrate the heart and 
other vital organs with their needles 
without causing death, and that thé 
Process dows not cause any consider- 
able amount of pain. 

A large atnount of hocus-pocus and 





superstition is mixed up with Chinese | 


medicine. Some of the Chinese reme- 
dies are undoubtedly of value, but in 


most cases they are employed with- | 


out much reference to their actual 
medicinal effect. For example, gin- 
seng is widely used, but the roots 
that are most highly prized and that 
are supposed to the most effica- 
cious ure those that happen to grow 
with two pronge to the roots so as to 
resemble more or less the human 
form. The meat of black dogs is sup- 
posed to be good for consumptivea, 
and even in Canton the traveler often 
sees blackdog carcasses stil! for sale. 
Orange peel is believed to be a very 
fine medicine; the peels have such a 
market value, in fact, that oranges 


are commonly sold with the peel 
taken off. 

The M ian physician, after feel- 
ing one se, then the other, per- 
haps together, possibly may ‘de- 


cide that a little dried grasshopper is 
the proper medicine to be used. On 
the other hand, if the Celestial of the 
native school supposes, by the action 
of the pulse, that the diseased con- 
dition requires some other form of 
treatment, the Chinese drug estore 
near at hand posseesea almost every- 
thing under the eun as a prescription. 
Oftentimes the debilitated putient 
is said to need a particularly rare and 
unusual medicine, aa for example, 
some i ea consisting of 
pulveri 
ment is considered very commonplace 
when the native phyaician prescribes 
only such ordinary things 
leaves, roots, stems, 
the bark of trees, etc. 
The Chinese doctor possesses many 
ideas peculiarly his own. There is 
much mystery and impressiveness in 
his manner of treatment. 
to Mongolian medicine the Chinamen 
believe that the human heart is more 
likely to become inflamed at noon 
summer season than ut 
Likewise they regard 
the human ear as suggesting the con- 
dition of the kidneys, while the 
riouth and lips indicate the condition 
vf the spleen and the stomach. 
“Doctor John” Chinaman has 
evolved a wonderful system of diag- 
nosis that depends on 24 main varie- 
ties of pulse, but entirely aside from 
these there are 27 other special and 
minor varieties that 
death.

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SECOND ARTICLE — THE 
LIMING OF SOILS.

HE recognition of the agricul- | 

tural value of certain forms of , 

lime is not new, and it appears 

from the writings of . Pliny 

that liming was practiced by the Ro- 

mans more than 2,000 years ago. In 

England, Germany, France and other 

European countries the application of 

lime in various forms has been and is 

still practiced extensively, but, as Rob- 

erts states, probably 09 per cent of the 

arable soil of the United States has 

never been limed, and indeed many 
large areas are not in need of it. 

* Authorities seem to agree that lime 

is necessary to thé plant, and if it be 

svbolly lacking in soils, even though an 
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if a me of tl 1 ele 
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hie r suils are well | 
provided w xe by nature, and it is 

seldom or never vecessury for those 

who cultivate thein to resort to lim 
ing | 
The method usually resorted to for | 
ascertuining the amount of lime in | 
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| stances in the soil. 


| cauliflower, 


freshly siaked lime. and of ground 
limestone upon light sandy soils, which 
are inclined to be dry and which con 
tain only small amounts of organic 
matter. It hastens unduly the decom- 
position of organic matter and thus 
renders the soil more open and less re- 
tentive of fertilizers and moisture than 
before. If either ground burned lime 
or slaked lime must be used upon such 
soils it should be applied in small 


| amounts at not too frequent intervals. 


The arguments in favor of the wae 
of lime are summarized thus: 

The use of lime as a soil improver is 
very ancient, and its value for this 
purpose is generally recognized. Its 
action as a fertilizer is both direct and 
indirect. 

There are many sofls in which lime 
is deficient, notably such as are deriv- 
ed from granite, mica schist and cer- 


‘ tain sandstones, slates and shales. On 


such soils lime is often of direct value 
in supplying a necessary element of 
Plant food. 

Indirect Value of Lime. 

The Indirect value of lime is perhaps 
more important than its direct action, 
because probably the majority of culti- 
vated soils contain sufficient lime to 
meet the direct demands of plants for 
food. Lime is of indirect value in un- 


locking the unavailable potash, phos- 
phoric acid and nitrogen in the soil. 

Lime exerts a decided influence on 
the mechanical condition of soils, ren- 
dering heavy compact soils looser in 
texture and tending to bind particles 
of loose, leachy soils. 

Lime is also beneficial! in furnishing 
conditions in the soil favorable to the 
activity of the micro-organisms which 


‘convert the nitrogen of organic matter 


into nitrates which are readily assim- 


‘ilated by plants which decompose or- 


ganic matter and which assist certain 
leguminous plants to assimilate the 
free nitrogen of the air. 

One form of lime (gypsum) has been 
shown to be a most effective correc- 
tive of black alkali. 

The continued use of lime unaccom- 


| panied by other fertilizers may prove 


injurious, especially on poor soils, 
since it converts the insoluble nitro- 


| gen, potash and phosphoric acid com- 


pounds of the soil into such as can be 


| rapidly taken up by plants or washed 


out in the drainage, thus hastening the 
exhaustion of the supply of these sub- 
As the German 
adage states, “The use of lime without 
manure makes both farm and farmer 
poor.” 

Behavior Toward Lime. 

It has been shown that even upon 
many upland and naturally well drain 
ed soils, apparently in good condition 
otherwise, the sourness (acidity) is so 
great that most varieties of plants will 
t thrive. Lime is the most econom 
jeal and effective substance thus far 
used for correcting this condition, Ac- 
cording to experiments made by the 
Rhode Island agricultural experiment 
station on acid soils in that state, the 
ts tested may be classified with 
rd to their behavior toward lime 
follows: Plants benefited by lim- 
ing, spinach, lettuce (al! kinds), beets 
(all kinds), okra (gumbo), salsify (veg- 
etable oyster), celery, onfon, parsnip, 
cucumber, eggplant, can-

| dandelion, Swedish turnip, pepper, 


peanut, English or flat turnip, upland

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eral rule, it may be stated that from 
one-half to one and one-half tons of 
lime per acre every’ five or six years is 
sufficient. Applications of two or 
three tons may, however, be advisable 
in cases/of very acid soils which are 
to be seeded down and are to remain 
n. grass for several years. The.prac- 
tice of applying small amounts of lime 
at somewhat frequent intervals is be- 
ing generally accepted as preferable 
to the use of large amounts at rare 
intervals. 
Lime combined as carbonate, as in 
marl, wood ashes, etc., can usually be 
applied with safety in the spring or at 
any other season of the year, but au- 
tumn is always the safest time to ap- 
ply caustic or slaked lime. It Is gen-

ly. Lime which is alrendy slaked 
may be spread upon the soll direct- 
ly from wagons or carts or dumped 
into beaps and then spread with a 
shovel, although the most satisfactory 
plan in such cases is to use a lime 
spreader or ordinary grain drill witha 
fertilizer attachment. Where a lime 
spreader or similar implement is not 
available the burnt lime may be plac- 
ed on the soil in piles of from forty 
to fifty pounds ench, covered with 
molst earth and allowed to slake be 
fore being spread with a shovel. 

In conclusion, it may be sahi, ascer- 
tain first whether lime is needed. If 
it is, apply it judiciously, and never 
depend upon lime alone to maintain 
the fertility of the soil, for all of the 
ingredients whieh plants need must 
be present in the soil to ipsure the 
profitable production of crops,

The fact that beets of all kinds make 
a ready response to liming on soils 
which are deficient in carbonate of 
lime may be utilized as the basis for a 
practical and reliable method of test- 
fing the lime requirements of the soil. 
For this purpose lay out two plats of 
land, each about 12 by 30 feet, manure 
each of the plats with like amounts of 
a fertilizer containing potash, phos- 
phoric acid and nitrogen and apply 
dime to one of the plats at the rate of 
drom one to two and a half tons per 
acre (forty pounds per plat would be 
approximately two and a half tons per 
acre). A comparison of the growth 
and yields on the two plats will fur- 
nish a safe means of judging whether 
the soil will respond profitably to ap- 
plications of lime. 

Liming Gometimes Injurious.

WATCHING WATER FREEZE. 


An Easy Way to Make the Growth of 
Ice Crystals Visible, 

It is not commonly known that fresh 
water may sometimes be “colder than 
ice” and that the growth of ice crystals 
may be made plainly visible. An in- 
teresting experiment to show this may 
easily be made. 

Fill a clean pint bottle with distilled 
water. Make a hole in the stopper 
jlarge enough to let the thermometer 
pass through it The kind of ther 
mometer used in physical laboratories 
is most convenient. Insert the stop- 
per in the bottle and let the thermome- 
ter reach nearly to the bottom. 

Pack snow or ice and salt round the 
bottle as you would pack an ice cream 
freezer. If the bottle is not jarred 
the temperature may be seen to drop 
several degrees below the freezing 
point without freezing the water. 

If the stopper and thermometer are 
now removed and a small piece of ice 
free from any trace of salt is inserted 
in the bottle and pushed down into the 
water crystals of ice may be seen to 
shoot out in all directions from it. 

After this experiment has been tried 
you will have some understanding of

THE MAKING OF WORDS. 


Curious Origin of Some of Our Most 
Common Expressions. 

In the “Romance of Words,” a pub- 
lication by an English author, much 
space is devoted to “apbesis,” which 
means a gradual or unintentional loss 
of an unaccented vowel at the begin- 
ning of a word.
